The Associated Press is authorized to 


announce that the ministry has not de- 
cided to drop the tariff bill, as published 
in London, but is determined to persist 
until rhe ilissnlulion of the reichsta™ in 
June. The tariff debate will probably be 
abruptly suspended by the presentation 
o? the budget in a few days instead of 
waiting for the first week in December 
as previously intended. Chancellor Von 
Jiuelow finds that the reich.slag's time is 
being wasted and wishes to employ the 
house on the finance bill. Aa soon as the 
latter is read the government will lake 
up the tariff liill. when lapse of time will 
have reduced the majority in the house 
in a more yielding disposition.

The proceedings in the rciehstag to- 


day demonstrated that the house rules 
can and will be changed so that the tar- 
iff obstructionists will no longer be able 
to prevent the dispatch of business. By 
a succession of roll calls in the majority 
commanded over 200 votes out of an at- 
tendance of less than 300, the rciehstng 
determined to set, aside the order of bus- 
iness and take up a motion to ehnnL'C 
the rules. The house has been in con- 
tinuous session since noon, and the fight 
apparently will be continued tonight un- 
til the amendment? to the rules arc car- 
ried.

Native Cuban, Refused Permission 


io Land in United States or Cuba 


Worries Steamer's Officers 


NEW YORK, Ncv. 13.—Traveling back 


and forth on ships -which ply between 
Havana and this port, Constantino Gar- 
cia, a native Cuban, is affording the 
steamship companies much trouble 'and 
proving himself to be a man without a 
country. Bfc started four months ago 
by stowing away at Havana. Arriving 
here the Immigration office ordered him 
back. .At Havn.r.a, the Cuban officials 
refused him landing because he was prac- 
tieajly a stowaway. He was again re- 
turned to New York and again is re- 
fused permission to land. The steam- 
ship companies are compelled to obey the 
order and return Garcia to Havana or 
pay a heavy fine.

Will the children 
leave the schools with better characters 
and move prepared for the battle of life, 
in good health mentally and physically. 


That this depends upon the- character 


of tha school rooms all educators will 
admit. A pupil, housed up in a little, 
ill ventilated and unhealthy room, sur- 
rounded by fifty others, two and three 
crowded into one sea-t, will never de- 
velop and show the progress of a pupil 
studying in a well-lighted, large and per- 
fectly ven-tilated room, and where only 
one pupil occupies a single scat, or desk.

REICHSTAG PASSES THAT 


SECTION OF TARIFF BILL 


Agr»ri«»s Opouly Say it In a Weapon of 


Keprltal te be Used by Government 


Especially Against American 


Products. 


BERLIN, Nov. 13.—The Reichstag to- 


day adopted by 102 to 71 vote's the para- 
graph of the new tariff bill authorizing 
the government to retaliate ., on any 
comitry daserisiinating against the Ger- 
man goods. 
The agrarians openly af-- 


firmed that it was necessary to arm the 
government with weapons for reprisal, 
especially against the United States cus- 
toms practices. Dr. Brumer, national 
liberal, cited an instance in 
which he 


said $200,000 worth of enameled goods 
•srere ordered in Germany for New York 
hut the speaker asserted, the customs of- 
ficials "'changed the classification at the 


' instance of the American trust, where- 


upon the New York importer cancelled 
the order." 


It was proved to the customs officials 


said Dr. Brumer, that the invoice was in 
accord with the German sellers books, 
and that instead of the goods being un- 
dervalued the biK jhowed that the goods 
had been billed at a still lower rtrice. 


Herr Fischback, radical said all the 


chambers of commerce were opposed to 
a tariff war with the United States. 


Herr Broemel. radical, remarked that 


if Germany adopted retaliatory measures 
against the United States because of reg- 
ulations which applied to the goods of 
all countries it would be a serious breach 
of the existing treaties- 


The Associated Press is authorized to 


announce that the ministry has not de- 
cided to drop the tariff bill, as published 
in London, but is determined to persist 
until the dissolution of the reichstag in 
June. The tariff debate will probably be 
abruptly suspended by the presentation 
of the budget in a few days instead of 
waiting for the first week in December 
a? previously intended. Chancellor Yon 
Buelow finds that the reichstag's time is 
being wasted and wishes to employ the 
house on the finnnce bill. Aa soon as the 
latter is read the government will take 
up the tariff bill, when lapse of time will 
have reduced the majority in the house 
in a more yielding disposition. 


The ministry also has decided not to 


agree with Russia, or any other country 
for a five years extension 
of 
existing 


commercial treaties- 


The proceedings in the reichstag to- 


day demonstrated that the house rules 
can and will be changed so that the tar- 
iff obstructionists will no longer be able 
to prevent the dispatch of business. By 
a succession of roll calls in the majority 
commanded over 200 votes out of an at- 
tendance of less than 300, the reichstag 
determined to set aside the order of bus- 
iness and take up a motion to change 
the rules. The house has been in con- 
tinuous session since noon, and the fight 
apparently will be continued tonight un- 
til the amendments to the rules are car- 
ried.

He argued that the Barnett letters, the 
earliest in the case, pave the first evi 
dence of an attempt to disguise and that 
the disguise improved with every letter 
exhibit; HP declared that the earlier 
Harriet letters conformed almost exact- 
ly to the handwriting of Molineux. 


The prosecution took up the matter of

JUDGE CHARGES THE JURY. 


At the afternoon session Justice Lam 


bert delivered his charge. 


"Katherine J. Adams," he began, "die 


on Dec. 28th, 1898, and the defendant 
charged with the responsibility .for he 
death. The. defendant .may. be.convie 
ed, if you think the evidence adequate 
murder in the first degree, or if you thin 
well of murder in the second degree <5r 
of :manslaughter in the first degree or 
of manslaughter in the second degree."

"It is not easy to. impart to a jury the 


legal definition of a reasonable doubt. If

President Olyphant also takes excep- 


tion to the proposition to arbitrate the 
question of the recognition of the min- 
ers' union. This position is placed on 
the ground that the organization seeks 
to control the entire fuel supply of the 
country: that as the union is unincor- 
porated it is incapable .of making a. hind- 
ing contract and that the association has 
shown its inability to control its own 
^members. He says his.company has no 
desire to discriminate against members 
of the union. 


President T. P. Fowler speaks for the 


|>cranton Coal company and the Elk Hill 
Coal and Iron company. He says they 
own 10 collieries and work 5,000 men. 
He asserts that if the average wage earn-

of its business- Mr. Truesdale. like Mr. 
Baer, objects to making the recognition 
of the union one of the issues to be con- 
sidered by the commission, saying that 
in the proposition made by the company 
for arbitration one of the express condi- 
tions that "the findings of the commis- 
sion should govern the conditions of em- 
ployment between it and its employes." 


He adds: 
"This company unequivocally asserts 


that it will under no condition recognize 
or enter into any agreement with the 
association known as the United Mine 
Workers 
of America 
or any 
branch 


thereof. Xor will it.permit said asso- 
ciation or its officers to dictate the terms 
and conditions under which it shall con- 
duct its business." 


Referring to the recent strike Mr. 


Truesdale says that he is reliably inform- 
ed that SO per cent of its employes were 
opposed to the strike but were forced to 
enter upon it by a majority vote of the 
mine workers in other fields. Mr. Trues- 
dale 
follows closely the lines of 
Mr. 


Baer's argument as to the dissimilarity, 
between the work in the 
anthraeTlc 


mines and that in.bituminous mines. He 
declares that it is impossible to adopt 
a uniform rate to be paid to the miner, 
for a unit of coal mined at all mines. 
The declaration is also made that the 
anthracite miners as a rule do not work 
as many hours a day as do the bitumin- 
ous miners and the- opinion is advanced 
that if the wages of the anthracite min- 
ers had been less than that of other 
working men they would have found em- 
ployment elsewhere, which they did not 
do until they reached the point .of gen- 
eral prosperity.

of President George F, Baer, of the Phil- 
adelphia and Reading Coal company to 
the charges of President-Mitchell, of the 
United Mine Workers, which has been 
presented to the anthracite coal strike 
commission, was today given to the pub- 
lic., Mr. Baer makes no reference to Mr, 
Mitchell as the president of the miners' 
organization, but refers to' him simply 
as an individual. Taking up the speci- 
fications in Mr- Mitchell's charges ser- 
iatim, Mr- Baer first admits that his com- 
pany owns 37 .collieries-and that.before 
the strike it employed 26,329 people. Fol- 
lowing is a brief summary of the. re- 
sponse to Mr. Mitchell's other specifica- 
tions:
